Kavachol Deified in Paris-No Pnblie 
Demonstrations Permitted— An 
Exploded Bomb. 

ENGLAND. 

LONDON, May 1. — The weather wits 
bright, anil from early morning numberless 
processions of labor union ami Booialluts' 
societies have thronged tho streets in the 
vicinity of Hyde Park. At (i o'clock the 
police around the park hud made urrests 
only for drunkenness ami disorderly con- 
duct in isolated eases. At noon the din 
and confusion became terrific at the Hyde 
Park entrance. Wcrkingmen began to 
assemble on tbs embankment at 10 o'clock 
Each contingent was headed by a bund of 
music, and every contingent carried ban- 
ners, the men themselves wearing rosettes 
and favors. The procession inarched in 
perfect order and with almost military pre- 
cision. It occupied nearly three hours in 
entering Hyde Park. A large force of 
mounted and foot police and a contingent of 
the Ambulance Association were present. 
The assemblage dispersed quietly. A pecu- 
liar feature of the whole demonstration in 
the park was the large number of well- 
dressed women present. They listened to 
the speeches ami helped in the singing. 

By 2 o'clock there wero fully 350,000 
people in By do Park, and between then 
and S o'clock the crowd swelled to half a 
million. Scores of meetings wete held. 
Every advantageous point was occupied by 
a speaker, and a man had only to begin to 
talk to collect, in no time, an audience of 
'2,000 or 3, DUO. Among the speakers who 
went from place to plaeo addressing multi- 
tudes, were County Councillor John Burns, 
Hindtnan, the social democrat, Abveling, 
Karl Marx's son-in-law, Cunningham, 
Graham, Tom Maun, Ben Tillett, and Step- 
niak, tho Russian Nihilist. Resolutions 
were adopted, declaring in favor of an 
eight-hour day, and calling on Parlia- 
ment to pass an eight-hour bill. 
There was no disturbance, although 
tho demonstration was the largest ever 
organized in this city. Several small 
anarchist meetings wero held during the 
afternoon. Violent speeches were made, 
and the Home oflice was denounced for the 
raid on the Commonweal. Of the sixteen 
great platforms but ono was devoted to an- 
archism. Here an anarchist, speaking 
broken German, shouted : " You are worse 
than slaves ; worse than African slave?. 
You let your employers suck your blood and 
seduce your wives and daughters." The 
crowd began to yell, and a navvy caught the 
anarchist by the leg and pulled him to the 
ground. There the anarchist was pulled 
and pushed until his coat, waistcoat 
and shirt were gone. Then he was thrown 
out from tho outskirts of the meeting. 
But one incident betrayed the dangerous 
under current of tho demonstrations. 
Shortly after noon a sentinel in the Wool- 
wich arsenal discovered at the entrance of 
the gun factory, evidently placed by an 
arsenal workman, a bag containing eight 
canisters loaded with dynamite, gun cotton 
and cartridges. No fuse was attached, but 
a detonator was found at the bottom oi the 
bag. The plot was undoubtedly to destroy 
England's greatest arsenal, although there- 
by 17,000 men would have been thrown out 
of employment. No arrests have been made. 

Manchester.— Between 20,000 and :«),- 

000 men assembled in the park and listened 
to speeches from six platforms. All the 
speeches were on the eight-hour day and 
resolutions were passed favoring renewed 
political agitation. 
Wolverhampton. — Several thousand 

workingmen marched behind bands to an 
open-air meeting. The tenor of all the 
speeches was that the workingmen must 
send men of their own class to parliament 
to help them. There was no disorder. 

Demonstrations were also held in Dublin, 
Bradford, Glasgow, and other large towns 
of Great Britain and Ireland. They were 
modeled after the Hyde Park meeting, but 
on a Himillcr scale, and attended by uo dis- 
turbance. 



PARIS, May 1. — This has been a pleasant 
day. Boulevards and parks have been 
crowded, and the patronage of restaurants 
and cafes 1ms been exceptionally large. W o- 
men and children have walked continually 
in the streets, the churches were full, and 
the strain of apprehension seemed tempor- 
arily to have relaxed. In the barracks, at 
police stations and in the districts around 
public buildings, thousands of men stood 
ready, since 1 o'clock, to march out to shoot 
and kill, livery public building was gar- 
risoned with 50 or 60 infantry with ball 
cartridges in their rifles. Others patrolled 
the streets. No civilian has been allowed 
to approach within 1 00 yards of any national 
or municipal building. 

No attempt has been made by working- 
men to form processions or attend meetings. 
They held, however, several monster indoor 
meetings with a total attendance of 100,000 
or more, nnd at least an equal number were 
turned away from the over-crowded balls. 
Tho principal meeting was at Halle au 
Belleville, All the great socialist orators 
were present, The speeches were fiery and 
often incendiary. , Ravachol was deified by 
one speaker amid hisses and cheers. 

Le Petit Journal says an unknown man 
placed an iron pot filled with powder and 
scrap iron in a china shop on the Boulevard 
Valtaire. He was compelled to decamp be- 
fore ho was able to ignite tho fuse, The 
socialists at Fourmies held a monster meet- 
ing, but everything was more quiet than 
anticipated. The presence of the Prince of 
Wales in the city had a great effect in al- 
laying anxiety. He paid President Carnot 
n visit, and the latter returned his visit. 
Altogether the city shows little evidence 
that the alarm might bo justifiably felt. 
Only a few more shops than usual wero 
closed. 

At the Salle Favie mooting Vuillatit's re- 
marks provoked dissent from Basly, who 
denounced police violence. Tho meeting 
applauded Bnaly's sentiments and refused 
to listen to the Marquis do Mores. The 
usual resolutions carriod snd tho meeting 



dispersed in an orderly manner, singing the 
" Carmagnole" and shouting " Vivo la revo- 
lution socialo. " 

At 2 p.m. the report, of a dynamite out- 
rage was received from Tours, a bomb being 
exploded near the Guiso barracks. The 
noise of the explosion was terrific and it 
was thought the anarchists had blown up 
tho national pr)wder works which are sit- 
uated near Tours. Soldiers from tho bar- 
racks went to the place where the explosion 
occurred and found a man lying senseless in 
a pool of blood. Ono of his hands had been 
blown off and otherwise he was badly in- 
jured. There is no doubt that he was the 
victim of his own crime. 

The municipal elections absorbed most of 
the attention of the provincial public. The 
polling proceeded quietly. At Lyons, the 
police removed a number of inflammable 
placards, and found cartridges in the police 
station and town hall. No damage was 
done. A panio ensued among the people 
attending the cathedral at Chartiors, by an 
explosion in the nave. The confusion 
abated when it was found that the explo- 
sion had been caused by a squib placed in 
the nave by some mischievous urchin. 
BOULOGNE. 

Many arrests have been made, but the 
police are unable to contiol tho crowds. 
Before sundown the city was quiet, and the 
workingmen contented themselves with in- 
door demonstrations. 

MARSEILLES.— A Spanish anarchist was 
arrested here for trying to harangue a 
crowd of workingmen in the street. The 
day has been uneventful. Several large 
meetings were held in halls by the socialists. 

TOULON. — Five anarchists were arrested 
here for trying to create disorder. When 
searched they were found to be armed with 
revolvers and knives. Otherwise there 
has been no disturbance here today. 

Ciiarlkhoi. —Two thousand militia 
have been on duty toduy to suppress May 
Day riots. No disturbance has occurred. 
BELGIUM, 

Brussels. — A tin cylinder with a fuse 
attached was found between the collonades 
of the foreign office tonight, 

Liege.- — This city is panic-stricken this 
evening, and collisions between the crowds 
of workingmen and nntional militia arc oc- 
curring hourly. After sundown the streets 
were tilled with workingmen. Some were 
intoxicated. A body of militia came upon 
a crowd of workingmen and tried to march 
through. Instantly there wero cries of, 
"Down with the police!" "Kill the hire- 
lings!'' "Long live anarchy!" Tho militia 
dispersed tho crowd, but hardly a minute 
later an explosion was heard and tho air 
was filled with splintered glass. A bomb 
had been set off in front of a shop 50 yards 
off. Within 10 minutes two more bombs 
were exploded in the same district. The 
damage was trivial, but the excitement is 
intense. Fifty arrests havo been mndo. 
HOLLAND. 

Tin; HAGUE. — No trouble occurred in 
Uolland. Tho day was celebrated in tho 
most orderly manner. 

AMSTERDAM. — Two large eight-hour dem- 
onstrations were held. The speeches wero 
mild in tone. 

Reports from all other parts say that 
labor parades and meetings were remarka- 
ble for a display ot the greatest good hu- 
mor. The miners of the Mons, Borinago 
uud Lou vain districts assembled in strong 
force. 

ITALY. 

Ro.MK.- The day passed quietly. De- 
tachments of Italian troops guarded tho Va- 
tican. King Humbert, at his accustomed 
hour, set forth on his daily drivo through 
tho crowded streets. He mot with a con- 
tinuous ovation.' At Bologna and Ravenna 
thorn wero ecullles with the police, and at 
Bologna tho cavalry cleared the streets. A 
dispatch sent from Aneona, at midnight, 
says that during the evening a bomb was 
thrown into the casino at Singagalia. Tho 
missile exploded with great force. The 
windows of the buildings &rA all the furni- 
ture in the casino were demolished. Severul 
arrests were made. 

GERMANY. 

BERLIN. — Except for a few private fights, 
the duy was ono of unbroken peace. Tho 
breweries, used as places of meeting, were 
profusely draped with red material and 
packed with auditors. The socialists held, 
in "II, 24 meetings, in the city and suburbs. 
At Hamburg there was an immense parade 
in which 35,000 persons participated, and 
there were monster meetings throughout 
Saxony and Thuringia. At Munich tho 
celebration was postponed until next Sun- 
day. Most of the trouble in Berlin was 
caused by revolutionary songs printed by 
Dor Sozialist, 

AUSTRIA. 

VIENNA — During the afternoon working- 
men to the number of 200,000 gathered on 
the Prater. No speeches were made, but at 
5 o'clock, on the giving of a pre-arranged 
signal, the vast assemblage broke forth sing- 
ing " The Workman's Hymn " with wonder- 
ful enthusiasm. Reports from the provinces 
indicate that the interest in May day cele- 
brations is declining. The most remarkable 
meeting here was the gathering of the 
women ut Neulerohenfold, which were lis- 
tened to attentively for three hours. 

HUNGARY. 

Bdda-Pesth— In spite of the police, the 
workingmen of tins city gathered at thirty- 
two places yesterday and marched in pro- 
cession to Nunsdorfer park to celebrate the 
day. While the demonstration was in pro- 
gress a fire broke out in Nicholin'a machine 
factory adjacent to the park, and the rumor 
spread that the fire was started by working- 
men to enable them to loot tho establish- 
ment. The proprietor denies that the tiro 
was of incendiary origin. The building was 
gutted. Loss 8100,000. 

SPAIN. 

MADRID.— It is the custom of tho queen 
regent to drivo nearly every day outside 
the city. Yesterday sho drove through the 
city park in tin open barouche without an 
escort. Her action did much to give cour- 
age to those who feared to leave the shelter 
of their homes. No disorders were reported 
from any part of Spain. At Seville tho 
police found a bomb with a lighted fuse on 
the floor of the Church of tho Confessional, 
but extinguished it. At Barcclono the police 
found a bomb in one of the streets and ar- 
rested seventeen persons. After tho bomb 
was found tho prefect closed the anarchist 
clubs. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



The Salaries of Letter Carriers -Sir 
Adolphe Uaron Thinks Them 
Well Paid. 



Subsidy to the Columbia Southern 
Railway— The Nelson and Fort 
Sheiinaru Bill Deferred. 



Proposal to Have Canada Represented 
at the British Legation at 
Washington. 



Ottawa, May 'J. — Sir Adolphe Caron de- 
clines to recommend the letter carriers for 
an increase of salary. He thinks they are a 
well paid body of public servants. 

Col. Baker, of Kootenay, arrived hero 
this morning to interview Premier Abbott 
with reference to tho subsidy 
to the Columbia Southern railway. 
Ho . says his associates have given 
the Canadian Pacific until tho '28th to de- 
cide whether or not they will assume the 
Southern charter and land grant. The 
railway committees meets to-morrow. Al- 
though Hon. Mr. Hagg&rt is better it is ex- 
pected the Nelson & Foil Sheppard will 
again be postponed. 

Mr. Prior received rather a "sassy" let- 
ter from the Victoria Trades and Labour 
Council in reference to his stand on tho 
Chinese question. He says ho never gave 
expression to the views attributed by the 
Toronto deputation. Tho Victoria people 
have no right to argue on false premises. 

The Supreme court today gave judgment in 
the case of Westminster against Brighouso, 
an appeal from a judgment awarding dam- 
ages in a jury trial on account of the altera- 
tion of the street level, this case was dis- 
missed with costs, two judges dissenting. 

There is likely to be a big smash in the 
phosphate market. 

In tho House, Mr. McCarthy's motion in 
favor of the appointment to represent 
Canada of an attache at the British legation 
at Washington was discussed. Tho pro- 
posal was favored on both sides. The Gov- 
ernment thought it would be an advantage 
to the Dominion if a representative were ap- 
pointed. The debate was adjourned to 
enable them to consider the precise form 
tho House declaration should take. 

The Government has been notified that 
Newfoundland 1ms passed an Act, legal- 
zing the illegal license fees adopted two 
years ago, aud confirming retaliation against 
Canada.

MELBOURNE, May '2. — Deeming, the po- 
lygamist and murderer, and who is said to 
have recently confessed to the Whiteehapel 
murders, was found guilty today of mur- 
dering his wife, and was sentenced to suffer 
tho death penalty. As tho judge pro- 
nounced the words, "To be hanged by the 
neck until dead," Deeming gasped, tot- 
tered, recovered himself enough to nod with 
indifference, and then sank back in his seat. 
The audience in the courtroom upplauded 
tho verdict and sentence. Deeming was 
then taken back to the prison, searched 
carefully and put in bis -cell. He called 
buck to the keeper, 113 tho latter went 
down tho prison corridor, and, with an ef- 
fort at bravado, said: "I supposo you 
think I am in a tight fix. Well, I pre- 
sume 1 am, but I may cheat the gallows 
yet." 

The execution will probably take place in 
the first week of June. Deemiug's counsel 
in summing up for the defense made insan- 
ity the basis of Ids argument. When the 
news of the verdict and the sentence was 
communicated to tho crowds around the 
Courthouse, there were loud cheers for tho 
judge and groans tor the prisoner. 



TO PREVENT SEALING. 



Instructions to U. S. Police Vessels 
in Behring Sea— Important 
Changes in Them. 



Fines and Penalties to Be Imposed 
and Disposition of Offending 
Vessels. 



Washington, May 2. — The Secretary of 
the Treasury to-day made public the in- 
structions issued to the Naval and Revenue 
Marine vessels assigned to enforce the 
"modus" prohibiting sealing in Behring 
Sea. The instructions differ from those of 
last year in three important particulars. 
First — Any vessel found sealing in Behring 
Sea is to bo seized, whether or not she has 
been previously served with a notice. Sec- 
ond— That the mere presence of a vessel in 
Behring Sea, having on board u seal- 
ing outfit, is sufficient oauso for seiz- 
ure Third — All persons on board the ves- 
sels seized are to be sent prisoners 
with the vessel to suffer the penally of the 
law. If American, the vessel are to be sent 
to Sitka and there delivered to the officer of 
tho United States District Court at that 
pluce; and if British, to Ouhalaska, and 
there delivered to tho senior naval officer in 
Behring Sea. Under the British law nil 
persons killing, or aiding or abetting in kill- 
ing fur seals in Behring Sea, am punishable 
by a fine of £100 aud imprisonment, at hard 
labor, for Bix months. Under the American 
law they are subject to six months impri- 
sonment and a fine of §1,000.

San Francisco, May 2. — The final pulls 
of the International Tug-of-War tourna- 
ment took plnco to-uight.

A Proposition Laid Before the City 
Council for Paying Goveru- 
meut Street.

The romjiany Wants a Contract for 
Fifty Thousand Feet— Trial on 
a Small Scale. 



The City Council held a mooting yesterday 
morning in tlio comnntteo room of tho City 
Ifnll for tho purpose of. meetingrepresentatives 
of tho l'nciilo Asphalt Company who desired 
to lay before thorn a proposition for tho paving 
of various streets of tho oil y yrlflx bituminous 
rock. 

Thoro wore present tho Mayor, and Alder- 
men JlcICillienn, Munn, Humbor, Baker, 
Stylos, Hall, Lovoll and Bragg. Mr. Wiimot, 
City Englnoer, was also in attendance. Messrs. 
Coughian and Ur.i. e, two representatives of 
tho Pacific Asphalt Company, appeared to pro- 
Edit their ideas to the Council. 

Mr. Coughlan, who acted as spokesman, 
asked if the city meant to make any move to- 
ward paving tho principal streets of Vic oria. 
Tho proposition of his Company wus a very 
simple one, and one that could he stated in a 
few words It would roquiro a very large 
plant to perforin tho work, and tho contract 
would have to bo hnndled wholesale, It was 
for this reason that the Company preforrcd to 
enter into no com rnci for less than fitly thous- 
and feet of material. This amount could bo 
laid for an average amount of 'M cents per foot. 
The reason why Government street had been 
mentioned was because his company 
thought that it would bo the host 
thoroughfare lor a practical 
of I lie value of their 
Ho would call attention to Tncoma 
in Tncoma, and tho city of Oakland, Cal., where 
over ten miles of stroeto had boon paved with 
bituminous rock. The company had most care- 
fully examined all work of tho kind on tho 
Coast, and were prepared to guarantee their 
work for one year after completion, during 
which time they contracted to keep it in good 
repair. The advantages of tho rock pavement 
were unquestioned. It would reduce tho 
amount of street cleaning and sprinkling, and 
leave the streets in a thoroughly satisfactory 
condition always. Tho driving wis far easier 
for heavy teams. As far as I he so worn go quos- 
tion was concornod, that need not stand in tho 
road of Immediate operations. Only a space of 
four or live feet in width need be torn up, and 
the sumo material could bo used in filling in 
again, thereby saving the cost of anything but 
tho labor, and leaving the road in exactly tho 
sumo condition as before it had been touched. 
Ho would not claim that bituminous rock 
would last for ever, but it would last tor a very 
long time indeed. The material to bo used was 
not tho same as had been put on in various parts 
of tho city up to the prciont, but. differed 
entirely from it in quality. It was natural 
asphalt, that in tho course of ages had mingled 
with tertiary sandstone. This preparation 
formed a species of powder, which was plncad 
on roads to a thickness of two inches. He 
would proposo as an experiment hat the com- 
pany should be given a contract for tho laying 
of 500 feet on one of the sido streets - say Fort 
street. This would cost, tho city S.'IUO for overy 
piece tho size of a 110 fool lot. Tho Council 
would in all probability find if they did this, 
that, tho storekeepers would take the matter in 
hand and be content to bo taxed under the bet- 
terment system for the improvements. 

Ald. BAKER pointed out that when n sewer 
was dug down to any depth, the ground about 
it was certain to settle to some extent, and it 
seomed to him impossible that the sewer pits 
could be dug through asphalt, without damag- 
ing it considerably. 

Tho representatives of the company then 
left, and an informal discussion ensued among 
tho members of tho Council on tho subject. 
Probably the affair may take some practical 
shape this weok.

And Its Mineral Wealth— Prosperous 
Towns Growing 1 Up on All 
Sides- 



A Caution to Miners Going to Slocan 
District— Defective Railway 
Facilities. 



Mr. Joshua Davies returned yesterday from 
the Kootenay country, moro than ever im- 
pressed with the prospects of that section. Ho 
says that the travelling facilities aro anything 
but good. He wont in by tho Little Dalles, and 
found tho steamer Lytton lied up at tho mouth 
of tho ICootonay, but he could see no roason 
why tho train should not await the arrival of 
tho steamer and start punctually on time. In- 
stead, the passengers had to wait until seven 
o'clock tho next morning, and then walk, 
through a drizzling rain, over a mile to the 
train. Tho Columbia and Kootenay service, 
from ltobson to Nelson, appeared to bo run in 
no person's interests— certainly not in the in- 
terests of tho travelling public. Navigation 
from Rovclstoko to ltobson was eight days later 
this year than Inst . 

Up to the dale at which Mr. Davies left tbe 
district no frciehl had come down from Hovel- 
stoke, but the flret boat of tho season bad car- 
ried some 151 passengers. The steamers on tho 
lake aro the Galena, the dpokauo, and tbe Nel- 
son. Although the List is the best boat, she is 
unpopular because of her high charges. The 
ot Iter boats have reason" bio rates, sail with 
regularity, and aro in very accommodating 
hands. 

Nelson is, by far. the principal town m 
Kootenay. and if tho Nelson & Fori Sheppnrd 
railway were in operation, it would aud much 
to the importance and prosperity of the town. 
There are a great number of excellent build- 
ings being run up, hut rents are still high. Tbe 
Government wharf, at the foot of Hall street. 
Is Hearing completion, and, when handed over 
by the contrac tors, will be a substantial piece 
of work, over COO feci in length. Indications 
are that the town will gradually move north- 
ward, towards the lake. The banks are doing 
a good business, and proving a great conveni- 
ence. The pi ineipal hotel, tho Phnlr, is also 
doing well, but hopes to do better. There is a 
good deal of wholoHOmo excitement in mining 
matters, the Toad Mouniain, tho Silver King, 
the Dandy, the Iroquois, the Silver Queen, and 
Others, having been worked throughout tho 
winter, with good results. The Dandy is said 
co be improving as work proceeds, bin opera- 
tions are retarded by the h-avy snow-falls. 
Thoro are said to be nine fi et in depth of the 
"beautiful" on the mountains at present, three 
feet of it having boon contributed since March. 
It is expected that the rivers will ho exception- 
ally hi*h this year, when the thaw sots in. 

Tho principal town of the Irike District is 
Ainsworth. The Hot Spring camps are prov- 
ing as rich as they are extensive. Tin y were 
operated during (he winter, tho pay-roll aver- 
aging 54-000 per month. 

Tho Hordryx Syndicate, at the mouth of 
Pilot Bay, have about 100 men at work. The 
Wharf, about 700 foot In lengt h, has been com- 
pleted, and the warehouses, hotel (3 stories), 
offices, and tho turn are now engaged in exca- 
vating for their concentrator, and making tho 
foundation for tho elevator, to cany the ore 
from the different works. It Is to bo 00 feet 
high. Tho works are nil of a permanent char- 
acter, and have been executed since October, 
at an expense of between $30,000 and §10,000. 
When complotod tho c apacity of tho smelter 
will be about 100 tons per day. Workmen nro 
on the grounds, cloai lug for tho survoy pai ty, 
and it is expected the townsite will bo put on 
tho market next month. The location is beau- 
tiful and is bound to prove an attraction. 

The Kaslo townslto is being rapidly cleared, 
mid many buildings are erected and in course 
of erect ion. About one hundred men were 
waiting to got into tho place. Tho townslto is 
at the north of the Kootenay Lake, wit h n line 
harbor, and g and prospect-. It is. however, 
out of tho ordinary line ofjt ravel. 

Pilot Hay is another charmingly situated 
townsite. Tho soil is sandy, land tho district 
sparsely timbered. If 1ms a commodious bay, 
with every facility tor shipping. Comidornblo 
property has changed hands since the tales 
made by Mr. Husk, and tho general opinion is 
that the town will become a very important 
one. The Kootenay Reclamation Co. are build- 
ing their houso-bo d and dredger. The result of 
tholr operations will be the reclamation of some 
15,001) acres of good land, which will bo placed 
on the market. In the immediate district some 
good iron ore has been discovered, earn Ing a 
largo percentage of silver, a sample of which 
will he on exhibition in tho museum in a few 

At Vioat and Duck Hlvors some rich strikes 
have been made, carrying silver and 11 vo por 
cont. of copper. ,

Davies, "that tho Kootenay country will- 
prove tho richest on tho continont. They are 
convinced that tho oro bodlos 
aro tho largest in tho country— tho 
largest they have over scon— and that all 
that is neo«'ed to develop its rosources is hot- 
ter transportation facilities. Tho ono thing 
that wid open this country more than any tliinK 
olHoistho building of tho Nelson anil Fort 
Shenpnrd Ituilway, thus giving threo compet- 
ing lines, ono of which at least could bo opera- 
ted tlio year round. Tho Provincial Govern- 
ment and tho CP. K., who nro tho owners of 
tho townslto of Nelson, should spend a portion, 
at least, of tho proceeds of tholr sales upon 
clearing tho town and making streo s. Tho re- 
sidents of Nelson have abiding faith in tho 
town, and their efforts ought to ho seconded by 
tbe Government and railway company." 

Mr. E. C. Carpenter assured Mr. Davies that 
thoro were fully 500 men on their way to tho 
Slocan in lies. The freight rates (mule train), 
are sovon cents per pound, so that provisions 
aro dear. About 00 cabins, or shacks, had been 
erected by tho miners on tlio townsito of Kl 
Dorado, and there is considerable anxiety that 
the property be put on tho market. Not much 
will bo known of tho output of tho mines until 
next month, as the ground is covered with 
snow. Mr. Davies would advise parties In- 
tending to go to the district to keep away for 
50 or Wl dayB, at least, when i ho course will bo 
clearer. There is abundance of lumber there 
at reasonable prices. Messrs. Bucliamn 
Yull aro building their tow beat, which w'll lO 
80 feet long, and be of 15 h. p. 

Mr. Davies Impressions of tlio Kootenay 
country are very favorable, and he thinks that 
if the people of II. C. had ns much faith In their 
province as have the Americans, it would bo 
well for tho province.

WAKE UP. 

It is difficult to understand why tho City 
Council is so very slow in having the cro- 
mafory erected and put in operation. It is 
very greatly needed. Tho money for its 
construction haa been voted by the rate- 
payers, and all that the Council has to do 
is to go on with tho work. Yet month 
after month passes, and nothing is douo. 
Complaints are being made by householders 
in the city and suburbs, and it is not un- 
likely that tho dilatoriness of the Council 
will give rise to one or more lawsuits. 
Aside fiom this, the preservation 
of the health of the city imperatively 
demands that the city's garbage be 
effectually disposed of. Dumping it here 
and there in tho suburbs, and allow- 
ing the Chinese gardeners to keep it on 
their premises, is not, by any means, un 
effectual disposal of it. It must bo dealt 
with in such a way that it will not en- 
danger the health of the citizens, and those 
residing outside tho city's limits. The cre- 
matory would do this. It has been shown 
that the filth of the city can be burned 
without even causing inconvenience to 
those who aro living in its immediate 
vicinity. Why, then, has not tho city 
adopted this effectual mode of keeping the 
city clean, and free from offensive smells ? 

It ia said that the Councillors cannot agree 
upon a site for the crematory. They do not 
possess sufficient firmness to decide upon a 
Bite and then go on with tho work in the 
face of all opposition. This is what haa 
been done in other places, and this is what 
must he done hero if the City Council has 
•any regard for the public health. The 
Council ought to have the courage to take 
upon itself the responsibility of going on 
with this necessary work. Its feeble, irre- 
solute, shilly-shally policy, with respect to 
the crematory, does not raise it in the re- 
spect of tho ratepayers. It has very muih 
tho contrary effect. It is the boanden duty 
of the Council to do all that is in its power 
to preserve the health of the citiz ;na. It 'n 
within its power to erect the crematory. 
There can be no doubt about that. Let the 
Councillors, then, go to work with a will 
and take immediate stops to have tho cre- 
matory constructed. The hot weather will 
soon be here, and if something is not done 
witli the rubbish it will be most offensive, 
and highly injurious to health. Let them 
have the pluck to do what is clearly their 
duty, and what the public good urgently 
requires to be done. 



They believe that tho union betweon tho 
Mother Country and the colonics should bo 
a commercial union aa well aa a political 
ono. Sir Charles Tupper is tho most pro- 
minent as well as the ablest Canadian advo- 
cate of tho policy. He has not been afraid 
in Great Britain, where freo trado 
has become a superstition, to advocato tho 
kind of commercial union which is outlined 
in tho resolution which our San Francisco 
contemporary condemns. Ho, iu ablo arti- 
cles in tho Nineteenth Century, has shown 
that it would be best, both for Great Britain 
and her colonics, to initiate a system of 
preferential duties. His proposals have been 
opposed and misrepresented, but ho is not 
tho man to bo cowed by even strong oppo- 
sition. The new trade policy which ho 
favors will have advocates iu all parts of the 
Empire, and British statesmen may find 
that a policy of reciprocity is better suited 
to her circumstances than one of undiscrim- 
iuatiug freo trado. Many Englishmen aeo 
already that it is not wise to go on enrich- 
ing the commercial enemies of the nation, 
and of perpetually doing good to those who 
have nothing but evil to give them iu re- 
turn. 



A LITTLE BIT SCARED. 

Tho Sun Francisco Chronicle haa' been 
quick to take ' alarm at the action of the 
Dominion Parliament in passing a resolution 
favoring mutually preferential duties be- 
tween Great Britain and Canada. It affects 
to believe that Canadians are not in earnest 
in this matter. It says: — 

"If Canada be supposed to be in real 
earnest this would bo a very serious proposi- 
tion, inasmuch as its acceptance by Great 
Britain would involvo an entire departure 
from the present free trade policy of that 
country. To give Canada preferential rates 
of duty (Jreat Britain would have to lay an 
import duty on a great many products 
which now are admitted duly free, among 
which would be wheat and other food pro- 
ducts, and it is hardly possible that such a 
radical change should be brought about at 
the request of Canada alone. It is becauso 
tho Canadian Parliament knows very well 
that Great Britain wilV not listen to tho 
proposition that tho Government waa ablo 
to oarry tho resolution." 

There can bo no doubt about tho aincerity 
of Canadians in making tho advauco to 
Great Britain. If the Mothor Country 
would adopt the policy of giving a prefer- 
ence to colonial products over thoao of for- 
eign countries the United States would soon 
find out how foolish it had been to listen to 
the advice of McKinlcy and other econom- 
ists of his school and to treat its best cus- 
tomer as if it had been its worst oiiomy. 
T:io policy which the Chronicle derides lias 
.many zealous advocates in' Great Britain. 



WAS IT MURDER? 

Americans generally, it appears, seem to 
think the killing of Mr. Ccorge Gower 
Robinson by Lieutenant Hetherington no 
murder. People of different countries and 
in different agea have different ideas as to 
what constitutes murder. In some coun- 
tries, if a man followed tho poraon who had 
injured him, or was supposed to have in- 
jured him, armed with a deadly weapon, 
and, coming up behind him, without a word 
of warning, shot him or stabbed him, tho 
assailant would not be considered as taking 
his revenge in tho way an honorable or even 
a manly man should. They would conclude 
that such a way of getting satisfaction for 
an injury done would be more in keeping 
witli the education and tho ideas of a sav- 
age than with those of an oflieer and a gen- 
tleman. It is besides exceedingly danger- 
ous to permit men to become judge, jury 
and executioner in their own cases. This is 
not allowed by the lawa of any civilized na- 
tion, and iu the cases in which what may be 
called natural justice ia allowed to euper- 
pede law the provocation must be so great 
that the person injured, instinctively as it 
were, takes instant vengeanco on the 
wrong-doer. Tho killing of Mr. Robinson 
was not done under such circumstances. 
The act waa performed coolly and 
deliberately. And there are reaaons 
for concluding that Hetherington was 
not in such a state of mind 
that made it impossible to refrain from in- 
flicting deadly injury on the man wdio had 
wronged him. That man had a partner in 
the wrong he had done Hcthrington — if, 
indeed, he had been wronged at all — Her 
guilt was even greater than his. Sbo was 
bound by the very strongest obliga- 
tion that a human being can be under to 
be true to him. Did Hetherington, exas- 
perated as he was, attempt to punish this 
unfaithful woman ? No. W hile he pet-sued 
the man whom he believed to be her partner 
in guilt to the death, he, almost before 
Robinson was cold in his grave, became 
reconciled to his wife, and went to live 
with her as if nothing had happened. If 
Hetherington was in such a state of mind 
as made it impossible to resist the impulse 
to kill his wife's paramour was it possible 
for him, ulmost immediately after the bloody 
deed had been committed, to be so calm and 
ao mild as to forgive his wife who waa the 
greater sinner of the two? 

We are not surprised to hear that the 
English-speaking colony in japan is divided 
on this matter between those who regard 
Hetherington as a hero and those who look 
upon him aa a cold-blooded murderer. We 
saw some time ago in the Saii Francisco 
Examiner a news article which showed 
clearly bow Hothorington's acts are regard- 
ed by a large proportion of the English and 
American residents in Japan and by at least 
one American journalist. 

THE NEX T PRESIDENT. 

The election of Preside at is already oc- 
cupying much of the attention of politi- 
cians of both parties. Who are to bo the 
nominees is tho question which they aro 
asking each other. It seems now probable 
that Mr. Harrison will be re-nominated by 
the Republican Party. But the Republi- 
cans are by no means unanimous in 
hia favor. It seems that Harrison is fav- 
ored on account of his negative qualities. 
If he is chosen by the Minneapolis Conven- 
tion it will be because he is not bad, not 
because he is very good. This kind of repu- 
tation is not calculated to stand wear. It 
is very little to say of a public man, " there 
is not much harm in "him." Men do not 
get very enthusiastic over tho candidature 
of auch u nominee. If the candidate for 
public honora possesses good abilities and 
some fino qualities, even though ho lias 
Borne serious faults, ho is much moro 
likely to become popular and to come off 
victor in a political campaign. Mr. Blaino 
is this kind of man, and if ho wero in tho 
field Mr. Harrison would be nowhere. Al- 
though he has retired, it ia by no means 
certain that Mr. Harrison will be tho Re- 
publican nominee. Somo man not yet 
apokon of may bo named by his friends in 
a fortunate moment, and under favorable 
circumstances, and may get tho nomina- 
tion. 

It appealed at ono time as if Mr. Clove- 
land was the only possible Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency, but his prospects 
have of late become considerably chequered, 
Hill's scheming injured his prospects in 
Now York, and although tho Tammany 
Senator has not succeeded, men whoso 
.opinion is worthy of respect say that ho has 
spoiled not only hia own, but Mr. Clove- 
land's chances. Some advise tho Demo- 
cratic Party to set both Hill and Cleveland 
aside, and choose aoine other man who has 



fewer party enemies. This advice may not 
be taken. If either of tho two men men- 
tioned is nominated, it will bo Cleveland. 
He is greatly esteemed iu almost every 
State in the Union. Moderato men beliove 
in him, and the Mugwumps, notwithstand- 
ing all that- has been said and dono, will 
vote for him more readily than for any 
Deinocrat that can be named. 

Tho two great qucations which aro before 
tho American" people, aro free silver and 
tariff reform. Tho Republicans are opposed 
to tho unlimited coimigo of silver, and they 
arc also opposed to tariff reform,. They are 
protectionists of tho strictest sect. The 
Democrats favor tariff reform, but 
they have not pursued a very straight 
course with respect to tho silver 
question. It was expected that when 
Congress met the Democratic majority in 
the House of Representatives would carry 
a free silver coinage measure easily. It 
was believed that they wero strong 
enough in that body to do what they liked, 
and it was known , that most of the repre- 
sentatives favored free silver. But, 
though they were ablo to got such a mea- 
sure as tho silver men wanted through 
committee, they were not strong enough to 
gel it properly before the House. Since 
that abortive effort, very little, indeed, has 
been heard of tho silver bill, and it appears 
as if the Democrats intend to take tho silver 
plank out of their platform. Their policy 
is evidently to make the issue at the presi- 
dential election simply high protection or 
tariff reform. The Democrats are by no 
means a unit on the tariff issue, and it 
would uppeur us if they have not been as 
frank as they might have been on the sil- 
ver question. Their differences make it 
very difficult to even conjecture what 
action tho Democratic Convention will 
take or what will be their policy when they 
go to tho country in November next. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

The Golden Era could have had no 
grounds for saying that Col. Baker has been 
offered and has accepted the portfolio of 
Minister of Mines, Education, Immigration 
and Railways. We huvo good reason to 
k iow that no such offer has been made, and 
the Era has therefore been just a little too 
previous. The remarks of the Times on tho 
Era's statement ure consequently unneces- 
sary. Wc, however, have no doubt that if 
the portfolio had been offered to Col. Baker 
and ho had accepted it, tho electors of East 
Kootenay would pay no attention to tho 
statements of the Times, nor think of tak- 
ing its advico. They know Col. Baker too 
well, and what he has done for the district 
to allow the carping and the snarling of the 
Opposition organ to influence them in the 
slightest degree

Important Early Horning Trial of 
Two Prominent Candidates for 
tho Queen's Plate.

Thanks to tho efforts of tho Victoria 
Jockey Club, horse-racing in Victoria is, at 
last, assuming the aspect of a legitimate 
sport, mid the spring races will undoubtedly 
furnish contests of speed, which for excit- 
ing finishes and tests of thoroughbred qual- 
ities, will approach thoso of Epsom or New- 
market, There is one race however, to bo 
the winner of which is tho ambition of every 
turfman in Canada, tho Queen's Plato, or, 
as it has been aptly turmod, the Blue Riband 
of British Columbia. There are gentlemen 
in this city who would rather own tho horse 
that wins this race than be Prime Minister 
of England, and trainers, having a Queen's 
plate candidate under their care, can bo dis- 
tinguished by their lofty mien as they puss 
less favored mortals on the street. A horse 
entered in tho coining Queen's Trophy, re- 
ceives rather more care than the favorite 
for tho English Derby, and the interest cen- 
tred in him is a little more intense than that 
bestowed, just now, on Orme, who, till a 
week ago, held the premier position in tho 
English Derby quotations. Every effort is 
naturally made to keep tho work and con- 
dition of the favorite candidates a secret, 
but having received it quiet, tip that un im- 
portant trial was to be run sometime be- 
tween 7 p.m., Sunday, and (j a.m., yester- 
day morning, between two of the horses to 
be entered for the Queen's Plate, the sport- 
ing editor of the Colonist armed himself 
with the marine reporter's night-glasses, 
and hied to tho exhibition building, where 
he esconccd himself in the pinnacle 
towor and awaited developments. Eor 
eight mortal hours he wi'ed away the 
time by scanning the horizon for ships that 
never came, and experimenting on thirteen 
different kinds of solitaire, but at 3 a. m. 
the flicker of a lantern in ono of tho stalls 
told that the moment had come, and in a 
few minutes dark forms could bo seen scur- 
rying around the track searching for prying 
touts. Then out of her stall was led that 
grand descendant of Flying Childors, Mc- 
Neill's mare, and saddle and weights hav- 
ing been adjusted, her rider was given a leg 
up. Cameron's colt proved to bo the other 
contestant, and tho preliminary details hav- 
ing been arranged, both horses took their po- 
sitions under the wire. They got away well 
together, and for tho first halt-mile there 
was littlo to choose between them. Tho 
colt's rider then sent him along, and he 
made the second circuit about a length in 
front of the mare, she hanging on to his 
Hank. As they entered the last half, tho 
rider of the filly rode her for all she was 
worth, but in a desperate run home tho colt 
fairly outstayed the filly and won, all out, 
by about three-quarters of a length. Tho 
connections of the winner wero satisfied 
that they had a first brass-bound mortgage 
on that ?o00, and chuckled to think what a 
surprise their dark horso would spring on 
tho astonished public. 

Entries for the spring races were received 
up to midnight yesterday hy Mr. W. H. 
Bambridge, secretary of the Jockey Club, 
and will be published today. 

In the event of the British Columbia 
Nursery Stakes not filling, a novelty race 
will most probably be substituted. Tho lat- 
tei would certainly secure a large entry. 

The Duke of Westminster has offered a 
reward of §25,000 for evidence that will 
lead to the conviction of the person or per- 
sons who poisoned Orme.

New Hlocks to be ICulIt. 

The Young Brothers block, to bo .'.rectod 
on the site of the New England Bakery, 
Government street, according to plans de- 
signed by Mr. John Teague, will be one of 
the most ornate buildings in the city.

12th May, for the erection of a two-story 
building on the property owned by Mr. 
Yates, on Wharf street. It will bo com- 
posed of stone and brick, and will be used 
as a saloon and restaurant, aud wholesale 
warehouso. Tho building will have a front- 
age of Oli feet and a depth of about 70 feet. 
Mr. Ed. Mallandaine will receive tenders 
up to noon of the 12th May, next, for the 
erection of a two-story building, after de- 
signs prepared by him for Mr. J. Keith 
Wilson. The building will be one of two- 
stories, having a frontage on Broad street 
of 120 feet, mid on Johnson of 90 ft. It is 
to bo fitted up with every modern improve- 
ment, tho basement being used for stores 
and the upper story for offices.

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JUDGMENT PKQNOTJNCED. 

Messrs. Ward and Pearson, J,'s P. 
Deliver Their Finding in the 
Liquor Cases. 



A Carefully Considered Decision— Sev- 
eral of the Parties Found 
Guilty. 



Yesterday morning the Provincial Police 
Court was tilled with probably tho largest 
audience that has ever assembled there, to 
hear tho judgment of Messrs. Ward and 
Pearson, J.'s P., in the case of violating tho 
Sunday Law, preferred against fifteen hold- 
ers of licenses to sell liquor, by Superinten- 
dent Hussey of tho Provincial Police. A 
number of those present were well known 
keepers of saloons and local hotels, and 
great interest was manifested in the resultof 
the various eases. A great dcil had been said 
during tho course of tho trial about tho cer- 
tainty of non-conviction, owing to tho fact 
that thu Superintendent had, on sending out 
his oilicers to collect their evidence, made 
them travellers, and that, therefore, tho 
various persons summoned were not liable. 
The point that upset this idea, however, 
was that they went for the solo purpose of 
drinking, and therefore came outside tho 
torni. The conoluding remarks of the Jus- 
tices rolalivo to tho bullying of witnesses 
were applauded, and occasioned no surprise 
as their displeasure at the actions of certain 
counsel was made manifest several times 
during the progress of the cases 

The following is the text of the decision : 
(1.) Those llftoen informations aro laid un 
iter auction 4 of the- Liquor License Regulation 
Act, 1891, charging the several defendants with 
unlawfully permitting liquor to ho drunk on 
tho premises occupied by t hem between tho 
hours of li o'clock on Saturday night and 1 
o'clock tho following Mond ijr morning, on the 
dates set forth in tho informations (tho said 

E remises being places whoro liquor is or may 
osold by retail), by persons other than tho de- 
fendants or any members of their family. 

(2.) Under sub-section 2, "the provisions of 
this section (4) shall not apply to tho furnishing 
of liquor to bona lido travelers, nor in tho case 
of hotel and restaurant-keepers supplying 
liquor to their guests with meals." 

(3.) Tho times that elapsed between tho 
passago of the Liquor License Regulation Act, 
1891, and of commencement of its operation 
(over oicht months) afforded ample time for all 

}iarties interested in the liquor trade to become 
aniiliar with its provisions. 

(1) Tho informations in each case were laid 
by constables of tho Provincial police, whoso 
risits to tho defendants' premises at different 
points in tho district, were, according to the 
evidence, made for the purpose of obtaining 
liquor, and, in pursuance of a disagreeable 
duty, to ascertain whethor tho Liquor Liccnso 
Regulation Act, 1891, was being ohsorvod or 
violated. Thcso constables were severely cross- 
examined by defendants' counsel, but, no evi- 
dence was given to thow that they (tho con- 
stables) woro awnro of any proceedings being 
contemplated against tho defendants, either 
boforo or after reporting to tho Superintendent 
of Provincial Police, under whoso instructions 
tho informations were subsequently laid, and, 
moreover, it w as shown that tho constables 
wore in recciptof their ordinary pay only for 
tho sorvicos thus performed. 

(5a.) In nearly every case brought before us it 
wan shown that tho bar-room door was closed, 
nnd it is significant to noto that applicants 
woro quietly admitted to tho premises by aside 
door, and no evidence was adduced to show 
nny special effort to ascertain whethor tho ap- 
plicant was a bona fide traveller or not, be- 
yond a casual enquiry whether the applicant 
for liquor was a traveller, an affirmative indi- 
cation being readily accepted, and the liquor 
supplied. 

(ab.) Counsel for tho defendants have urged 
points in respect to tho definition of a bona tide 
traveller, and havo cited numerous authorities 
in support thereof; among various suggestions 
it has been submitted that a traveller Is one 
who tra vols throe miles; that it is incumbent 
upon the prosecution to prove that tho persons 
obtaining liquor during prohibited hours wero 
not dnnrr. fide travellers, although authorities 
on these two points appear to bo conflicting, 
while, on tho other hand, it has been ns forcibly 
argued that tho onus of proof that the person 
supplied nitli liquor is not a Lrnvollor, Hob upon 
tho accused. 

(Sc.) The local statute clearly states oxcept. to 
a bona fide traveller— not to a person who 
merely says he Is a traveller. It is therefore 
incumbent upon tho licensee to exercise great 
discrimination, and to tako all reasonable pre- 
cautions to ascertain if tho ..ppllcmic for liquor 
Is a bonr; tide traveller, and truly believes him 
to bo such, and further, that ho is in need of 
refreshment. It would, in the opinion of tho 
bench, bo prudent, when tho testimony is not 
fully satisfactory upon tho point, rather to re- 
fuso to supply such person with liquor, than to 
do so and render himself liible to a he ivy lino 
(and on repetition of the offence endanger the 
loss of his license), and in any event it would 
not justify him in supplying liquor to parties 
whom such bonafide traveller might invito to 
drink with him. 

Law Journal 213.— It is not tho intention of 
the Legislature to throw open public houses to 
persons liiing within a few miles of town. 

(0.) In the absence, however, of any definition 
in the Act under which tho prosecutions have 
been mado, as to what constitutes a bona tide 
traveller, tho magistrates assume that this 
point Is left to their judgment in such cases as 
aro brought before them to decide, i.o., whe- 
ther the persons supplied with liquor during 
prohibited hours are, in their opinion, bona 
fide travellers or not. 

To each of the several cases beforo tm, wo 
havo given tho most careful consideration, and 
those upon which any doubt has prevailed in 
our minds, wo have given the defendants tho 
benotlt thereof. Tho following informations 
have not, in our opinion, been supported by 
sufficient evidence to convict, and they aro 
accordingly dismissed, viz.:

In the course of investigating these eases, 
tho witnesses wero subjected to a certain 
amount, of bullying on the part of Mr. MUIs, 
who, in defending his clients, also endeavored 
to impress the court to tho effect that public 
opinion was very strong on his side, remarks 
which drew noisy demonstrations of approval 
from persons in court. It is hardly necessary, 
however, to remark that incidents of this 
character havo not had tho least Influence 
whatever with the court, indeed, the Magis- 
trate who would give them tho slishtcst con- 
sideration, would bo entirely unworthy of his 
position. 

"I might add," concluded Mr. Ward, 
"that the above penalties, with ono excep- 
tion, are the lowest penalties that can be 
imposed by law. I allow the amount of 
§7f> for legal costs in each case." 

At the conclusion of the judgment, Mr. 
Mills stated that he intended to appeal 
against the judgment in each of the cases 
Which he luul defended. Mr. Ward in- 
structed the officials that tho necessary pa- 
pers should bo nt once made out, in order 
to accommodate the lawyers who might 
require to take such a step.
